No. U-23013/2/97-LW. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the Contract Labour (Regulation 
and Abolition) Act, 1970 (37 of 1970), the Central Advisory Contract Labour Board hereby constitutes a Committee to 
consider the wiihdrawal/exemption to SAIL of notifications S.O. No. 707 and S.O. No. 477(E) dated 17-3-^ 1993 and 
4-7-1996 prohibiting employment of contract labour in limestone and dolomite in the country. 

2. The composition of the Committee and its terms of reference will be as under :—

3. The terms of reference of the proposed Committee would be as follows:— 

"Whether there is justification for withdrawlal of notifications S.O. No. 707 and S.O. No. 477(E) dated 
17-3-1993 and 4-7-1996 and if due to any reason whatsoever the submission, if the withdrawal of 
notifications dated 17-3-1993 and 4-7-1996 is not possible to be agreed then if there is justification to 
grant exemption to SAIL for 10 years from thd purview of aforesaid notifications keeping in view of section 
10 and 31 of the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 1970." 

4. The Headquarters of the Committee will bp at Jabalpur, The Committee will submit its report within 
six months.
